But upon Notice hereof the Free-men and Souldicts 
in the ſeveral Towns are convened x tO ſee how oy 
ſtand affe&ed, and what they: will coatribute taw 
addtefling their Majeſtics in- this. behalf, . A General 
Aſſembly alſo is called , and meets, and there it is 
refulved, Forth-with to ſond an Agent to England ro 
MACreat their Majeſties favour inthis and other refpitts,

By theſe Methods the Free-men of the Corporation, 
and as many of the People as will fall in with them,

find in his heart to ſpend a brace of Bullets upon him ; 
beſide other Flouts. Ar length the Commiſſion arrives 
and comes to his Excellency's hands. In purſuance 
thereof he ſpeedily takes a Journey to Hartford in 
Xe time of our General Aſſembly held at Hartford, 
Otober 12. 1693. and cauſes his Commiſſion to be 
publickly read in the faid General Aſſembly, and in 
their Majeſties Name requires and preſſes Obedience 
toit, and gives us all reaſonable ſatifation and encou- 
ragement for_ that.

And whereas by the Publication of this their Majeſties 
Commiſlion all former Military Commiſſions are; ex- 
preſly determined , Hereupon aroſe a Queſtion and 
Doubt, Whether we had beſt to muſter, and call men 
to Arms for Military Exerciſe as formerly? Yet 
upon deliberation it is reſolyed upon , and in divers 
pa:es Souldiers are commanded to muſter, and are 
trained as confidently as ever; and which is yet more; 
1 1s ſaid, that after all this, we have taken upon us to 
create a Major too. Thus we makeall the. Defiance to 
their Majeſties and their Commiſſion, Trample them 
1atorhe very Dirt, and Offend with as high an Hand 
= i. cl. poſlible for usto do, 


This 
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viay finds in ConnetfFicat ; and thus we-ethink we have 
neatly and cffeftually defeated their Majeſties Commil- 
ſion. But we have need to conſider it. 


There are two ſorts of people, (as is uſual in ſuch 
caſcs) that are guilty of this Error. Some there arc of 
Fa&ious and Turbulent Spirits, and ſuch as are pre- 
engaged by their Male-feazances, or other perſonal 
Intereſts ; and theſe two wittingly err themſelves, ind 
out of Deſign miſ-lead others. Others again there are, 
(and I would ; hope the moſt) that are plain honeſt 
minded men, who pinning their faith upon other mens 
Sleeves, and being deluded by. divers Artifices indu- 
ſtriouſly uſed for that purpoſe, do think the matter is 
right, and if it were not ſo, ſurely ſuch end ſuch whom 
they take to be godly, wiſe and able men, wopld never 
have had a hand is it ; and therefore think they muſt and 
ought to follow them, and do as they do, Thus it was 
in Abſalow's Rebellion, 2 Sem. 15. 11. ith Abſalom 
went two hundred Men ont of Jeruſalem, that were 
calÞd, they went in their ſomplicity, and they knew 
not axy thing. They were not at all privy to the Plot, 
knew not Ab/aloms deſign , if they had they would 
wover have gone with him; but thought it was meer

did not underitand, and ſ» became guilry of that moft 
Helliſh. and Execrable Murther and' Treaſon ;* and 
when the' poor men. came up>n their Tryal, and 1d 
their Eyes open to ſee what they had done, they had 
nothing toſay for themſelves, bur-to confeſs the Fatt, 
and*acknowledge, That they underſtood not phat they 
did, if they had, they would never have Fme it, but 
vere deluded, drawn and driven by others beyond rhe - 
compaſs of their Sphere, and ſo to beg Mercy. And 4 
focrowful thing it is, ( and ſuch an.
